attend college should be ollowed to do

Bryaix's Theory as to Parity and 


Price Is Disproved. 


•Owing to Good Time* of the Past 


Four Years the People Are Vn- 


Inu 
More 
Cotton Than 


•.. 
Ever Befor*. 


Every.thing seems to g-o wrong for 


the silver theorists. Their clnim that 
•wheat and silver kept .pace was long 
ago exploded by the fact that while sil- 
.ver has continued to fall since 1896 
.wheat and practically everything- else 
produced by the farmer has continued 
to rise. Their last attempt, however, 
In the effort to sustain this argument 
•was cotton, which continued to fall in 
price until 1899. 
. 
They, studiously avoided the fact that 


the cotton production of the United 
States, the world's chief cotton pro- 
.dueer, has enormously increased, and 
that, this fact accounted largeJy for th« 
decreased price, but kept hammering 
away with their assertion that the si- 
multaneous fall In the price of cotton 
and silver was proof of the accuracy of 
their general claim that the price of 
eilver governs the price of farm prod- 
uct*. 
But now the 
last 
prop is 


knocked from under this theory by the. 
fact that cotton is selling in the New 
Sfork market for double the price of 
3898 and 1899, white silver continues its 
downward course. 


The price of announce of silver in 


llarch, 1896, just prior to the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Bryan, wae a little over'70 
cents and the price' .of a pound of cot- 
ton was 7% cents; or, in other words, 
in 1896 it required ten pounds of cotton 
to buy an ounce of silver; to-day an 
otmce of silver is .worth 62 cents'and 
a pound of cotton over ten cents, so 
that it now only requires six pounds of 
cotton to buy an ounce of silver in- 
stead of ten pounds, ae was the case 
in 1896. 


The fa«t IB that the price of cotton, 


like that of everything else, is gov- 
erned by the ability of people to buy 
and the-relation of production to the 
-world's demand. Under the prosperity 
«nd manufacturing activity which pre- 
vailed in the United States in 1802 the 
liome market took a much larger share 
•of our enormous cotton crop than it 
i was able to talce under tie business 


depression and inactivity of manufac- 
turers which existed in 1894. 


The official reports of the bureau of 


statistics show that the consumption 
of cotton in the United States, which 
amounted to more than 
1,571,000,000 


. pounds in 1892, fell to 1,086,000,000'-in 


1894, a reduction of nearly one-third, 
while in 1899 the consumption of cotton 
in the United State* amounted to 2,000,- 
000,000 pounds, having nearly doubled 
as compared with 1894, and increased 
over 30 per cent, over the corresponding 
period of 1892. 


The per capita consumption of cot- 


ton in the United States amounted to 
over 24 pounds for each individual in 
1892, but it fell to less than 16 pounds 
In 1894, and increased to more than 
27 • pounds in 1899. 
Nearly 3! per 


cent, of the entire cotton crop was 
consumed, at home in 1892, and in 
1894 less than 39 per cent, was con- 
«umed at home, while the figures for 
1899 show a return to the conditions 
of 1892,' the proportion of the cot- 
ton crop retained for home consump- 
tion in 1899 being again nearly 23 
per cent. 


The relative importance 
of 
the 


home market of this single item, of 
cotton illustrates the value to the 


. farmer of • a prosperous market 
at 


nome for any and all of his produc- 
tions. The figures of the bureau of 
statistics and of the department of 
agriculture show similar conditions 
regarding tie home consumption of 
farm productions in prosperous years 


• as compared with years of terrible 


depression under democracy and' a 
low tariff, to which people were com- 
pelled to reduce their expenditures 
for food and. clothing to. the very 
lowest possible figure, and the re- 
sult is that the home market under 
the prosperity of 19CO is worth hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars more to 
the cotton planter than it was under 
the depression which is sure to re- 
turn to the country in cnse Mr. Bryan 
and his followers are permitted to 
force upon tne country their policy 
of free silver and a low tariff.

Remarkable Bravery and Plnclc of 


Two American Soldlera. 


Presently the men begin to fool with 


the Chinese, sticking their hats up on 
cleaning rods from behind the mounds, 
says the China correspondent of the 
New York Sun, writing about the Tien- 
tsin fight. We can see it as plainly as 
if we were there, but it draws a lively 
fire and Is not amusing to watch. 
It 


was here that Captain "Reddy" Davis, 
one of the best .fellows in the corps, 
was killed". He was talking to tnejcolo- 
nel when he got a 'bullet through the 
heart. Here, too, Butler, one of the 
most efficient of the youngsters, was 
hit in the leg, the complement of the 
wound Captain Loiuly got in coming 
up to the rnud wall. 


Captain Norton, the surgeon, -and 


Lieutenant Leonard, the battalion ad- 
utant, volunteered to take him off tbfc 
Held and did it unhurt, although Leon- 
ard was nearly exhausted by the tre- 
mendous exertion. Lernly and Butler 
put thuir two wounded legs together 
aud hobbled off as if trying to run a 
three legged race. Then Leonard start- 
ed back just In time to fall in ^ 
Captain'Fuller's company going in to 
support the Ninth. Across the awful 
field he went for the third time aud 
had almost got to cover when he was 
hit in the upper left arm near tbe 
shoulder. The bullet ranged downward 
toward tlie elbow, splintering the bont 
and severing the urtery. 


There was no one on the field then to 


give Leonard even a flrst aid dressing 
and so with only a handkerchief tied 
around tbe arm in feeble attempt to 
form a tourniquet and>wfth a sergean 
and a corporal to help him he started 
back to cross the fire swept .field for 
the fourth time. They-ran, and every 
stcp pumped the blood faster through 
the severed artery. Tbe Chinese mark- 
ed them and tried {heir best to stop 
their progress. 


Our men had nearly exhausted their 


ammunition aud were firing slowly, but 
now the order went along tbe line to 
protect Leonard no matter what hap- 
pened about the ammunition, and, tir- 
ing carefully and deliberately nt the 
loopholes in the wall, the men guve tlu- 
Chinese such a warming thrft for a 
time they kept close to cover, auil so 
Leonard got across and was hauled up 
the front of the mud wall. Tbe excite- 
ment, pain and loss of blood bad made 
him hysterical. He danctcl about, call- 
ing to the men who had brought him 
out: 


"We're safe! We're safe! 
I nevef 


thought we could get across there allv« 
again." 


Then be begged tbe men not to tell 


any one that hu had acted so and went 
on again exclaiming that they had 
crossed'alive. He had reached the wall 
below tbe dressing station and was 
bent on starting in at once for the hos- 
pital. There was no one to help him 
but a newspaper man, who tied anoth- 
er handkerchief about the arm, still 
bleeding fearfully, and started with 
him to the hospital. There wasn't a 
cart or rickshaw that could be impress- 
ed, and not a pony was In sight, so they 
had to walk the long rnilo and a half 
every foot of the way, an agony to the 
wounded man.
